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Choices  aren’t  the  easiest  things  in  the  world  to  make, 
but  they  are  something  we  face  everyday.  Family  Life 
Education  focuses  on  the  choices  you  have  to  make,  and 
facing  the  consequences  of  your  decision.  Choices  such 
as  sex,  marriage,  children,  and  your  near  future.  FLE 
discusses  STD’s  such  as  AIDS,  and  topics  like  depres¬ 
sion,  pregnancies,  and  death.  The  program  helps  you 
prepare  for  life  and  shows  you  how  to  cope  with  problems 
you  may  face  in  the  future.  FLE  helps  you  recognize  the 
options  you  have  when  dealing  with  teenage  parenting. 
Being  a  single  parent  can  be  difficult  on  anyone,  let  alone 
a  teenager,  and  Family  Life  Education  deals  directly  with 
problems  such  as  these  everyday. 

Speakers  come  in  and  discuss  real  life  cases  of  AIDS, 
and  people  with  drug  problems.  The  program  is  focused 
on  juniors  and  seniors  because  they  will  be  dealing  with 
life’s  unexpected  obstacles  very  soon.  Mo  one  knows  what 
is  ahead  for  them  in  the  future,  but  now  the  students  in 
FLE  will  have  a  little  insight  on  what  to  expect  later  in 
life,  and  will  be  prepared  to  deal  not  only  with  the  good, 
but  the  bad.
